Howevex, Smith judging that this Accident 
might be attended with unlucky Confequences, 
as the King had fuch a Number of armed Men 
on the Iand, who, as well as himfeli, were ex- 
ajperated ar the Treatment they bad met with, 
he thought it proper to concert with the reft of 
his Company the proper Meafures for their Secu- 
rity, and to prevent the Enemy furprizing Ben/e~ 
Factory. ‘Their Council was held in a targeCoujahacon 
Canoa, which lay under a Mangrove-Tree, Item 
was there refolved, (according to the Author's 
Propofat) that Holditch, Allen, and Wild thould 
repair to the Faétory-Houfe, and put their black 
People there in a Pofture of Defence: That they 
fhould walk all Night on the Parade, and if they 
faw any Negro, they thould direétly fire at him;

they were determined, for their better Security, 
to remove from Yord-IMland to ‘famaica-Town, 
in cafe his Majefty would not grant the following 
Privileges to them: Fir/?, ‘That he fhould fwear 
by his Feti/b, that he would not for the future 
vilit Yoré-Ifland with more than twenty-four At- 
tendants, and thefe unarmed. Secondly, That 
if any Negro or Negros thould land on the Ifland 
in a holtile Manner, ke or they fhould he put to 
Death. Thirdly, That when his Majefty’s Kole 
become due, no more than fix Perfons fhould 
come to receive it. Fourthly, That thofe Chri/- 
tians, of Whites, who inhabited in Sherbero, fhould 
have the free Exercife of their Religion, 

Tris Refolution taken, Mr. Cummerbus fet- 
out with the King’s Envoy for the Woods, to 
execute his Commiffion, carrying with him the 
King’s Fetifs, found in the Canoa, two Days 
before. The King was fitting at the Foot of a 
Silk-Cotton Tree, furrounded x a Croud of his 
Subjects. He rofe to meet Mr, Cummerbus, who, 
having paid his Compliments, delivered his Mef- 
fage ; to which the King replied, he was un- 
willing to be at Enmity with the Whites; that 
lige be returned to Sherbero, he would hold a 
Syndic, and decree the Privileges the Engli/h de- 

fired ; begging they would not remove from 
YorktManke and promifing them Slaves, Cam- 
‘wood, and Ivory, toa good Valuc. 

Mz. CUMMERBUS being returned, and 
‘the King’s Anfwer confidered by the Council, it 
was, in half an Hour, refolved to remove the 
‘Company's Effeéts from Tors-Ifland to "Famaica~ 
‘Town, for the following Reafons: Fir/f, Be~ 
caufe the King of Sherdero was a Man, whofe 
‘Word was not to be relied on. Secondly, That 
York-Ifland was unfortified, whereas “Famaica 
was a Place of Strength. Thirdly, That their 
Provifions being much exhautte], the Slaves of- 
fered them might, through Treachery, prove 
theirRuin; or, at leaft, be an additional Weight 
on theCompany. Fourt//y, That their Removal 
would at leaft fave the Company the Kole, or 
‘Tribute, paid to the King, 
ne . THE Care of the Removal being left to Mef- 

fieurs Smith and Holditch, it was thought proper 
"that Mr. Cummerbus fhould rcturn to the King, 
and hold a Pallaver with him, till they Aes al 
ed their Defign. He did fo, and on hearing the 
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King, in an angry Tone, he been very im- 
litic in treating the Englifh as he had done, 
hy offering to rob the Factory ; that the £yg-i/h 
had already put the Ci \y’s Effeéts on board 
to be carried-out of his Kingdom down wo Yay 
maica, of which the Gun he then heard wi 
Signal The King feemed very unealy at this 
Account, and his Subjects began to mutiny. Mr. 
Cummerbus, attended by Antonic, 1epaired to a 
b Point of the Ifland, where one of their Canoas 
received him; but he left Antonio behind to 
watch the Motion of the Enemy, ‘The Canoa 
had not gotten far from Shore, when feveral of 
the Natives appeared in Purfuit of him, and let-fly 
fome Javelins and Arrows at him. He could fee

Scheme had its Effect, for while they were bufy 

din thePurfuit, the King (who, dreaded their Re- 
fentment for lofing the Advantages of the Com- 
pany’s Trade, might carry them to deftroy him) 
took the Occafion to clope, and was never heard 
of more. The Natives, who, at their Return, 
found their King had abfconded, or abdicated 
the Throne, proceeded to chufe a new King 
thus: The Nobles having elected their fenior 
Captain to fuccecd, the People opened to the 
Right and Left, forming a Lane, through which 

e the Candidate was carried by two Men flanding, 
on their Shoulders. As he pafles, his SubjeCts view 
him, proftrate themfelves, and huzza, “Thus 
the King is carried through his Territories, and 
the Ceremony ends in one merry Day.

EAN Time the Sloop with the Canoas 
and Company's Effects arrived fafe at 
famaica-Town. Here Smith wene athore with 
mmerbis, and pitched on two good Houfes, 
which he bought of him, for the Company's 
Ufe, at an a Rate. At his firft Landing, he 
was received by a Number of People at the 
Water-Side, and Mr. Cummerbus {poke to two 
of his chief Captains to bid the People pay the 
Author their higheft Compliments, which was 
done thus : 

Tuey firft furrounded him, and then two of 
them catching him up in their Arms tofled him 
on their Shoulders and ran away with him to the 
Town, roaring and fqualling as if poflefled ; fome 
Teaping and fkipping, others charging and dif- 
charging their Mofkets as faft as poffible. At 
firflt Mr, Smith was afraid of fome Trick, but 
he was foon convinced they only defigned to play 
the Fool; for they carried him thus through every 
Corner of the Town, the Women and Children 
gathering to their Doors and clapping their Hands 
for Joy. During this Ceremony (which lafted

an Hour) Mr. Cummrerbus 
had a Drum beating and a Trui founding at 
his Door, where Smith was at fet-down, his 
Bearers having run him and themfelves out of 
Breath. Cummerbus faluted him with a Salvo of 
feven {mall Guns planted near his Houle ; after 
which he conduéted him into a large open Room, 
where the Cloth was laid for Dinner, or rather 
Supper, it being paft four o’Clock. The Table 
was ferved with feveral Difhes of boiled and fried 
Fifh, with Roots, as Yams and Potatoes. The 
fecond Courfe of roaft Meat, was a fore

KIRKHAM being acquainted with them, 

took Mr, Smith afhore, who was in Hopes of 

getting from them forne Knowledge of the Coun- 

tries up the River, where the Camwood grows, 

having hitherto had but avery imperfeét Account 

from the Negros, Thefe latter told him, that déceunt y 

when they failed a good Way up the River Sher-Comwud, 

ters, they came into a very hilly Country, 

where the River is very crooked, winding a- 

mongft the Hills, but not rapid, except at two 

or three Cataraéts; that one of them is large, 

the River falling over the Rocks, for twenty Foot 

perpendicular, with a great Noife; the two 

other Falls inconfiderable ; That at the firft they 

are obliged to go afhore and drag their Canoas 

above the Fall: That at the others, if their 

Canoas overfet, the Camwood finks to the Bot- 

tom, and in the dry Seafon they come and take 

it up, the Channel then being quite dry. They 

always go-up at the End of the rainy Seafon, 

which generally lufts five Months, to cut Wood, 

and fearch for Teeth, returning with the next 

Rains. They fee many Sorts of wild Beafts, 

but feldom receive any Hurt. Mr. Smith was 

informed, that a Jarge Yranch of the River Sher- 

bere empties itfelf into the Sea near Cape Monte, 

but is not navigable for any Veflel by reafon of 

agreat Bar near the Mouth, called Shea-Bar ;

Avovt three Leagues and an half South-Eait 
of Setra Krue, are funk Rocks about feven or 
cight Miles from Shore, and within two hun- 
dred Yards of each other.

any Nation but the Prujians. Soon after the 
King of Pruffa fold 2ii his Intereft in the Coaft 
of Guinea to the Dutch We/i-India Company, 
including with this another Fort bel 
him near Cape Three-Points. When 
came to demand the Fort, ‘John Conny refuied to 
deliver it; on which a War enfued for fome 
Years, which coft the Dutch a great deal of 
Blood and Money. Conny, fulhed with his Vidto- 
ries, became a mortal Enemy to the Dutch, 
having paved a little Path from the outer Gate 
to the inner Apartment of his Caftle, with the 
Skulls of Dutchmen killed in his Engagement 
with them *. He had alfo a large Dutchman's 
Skull tipe with Silver, which he ufed as a Punch 
Bowl. However, in the Year 1724, he was 
beaten out of his Caftle, and forced to fly up into 
the Fantin Country from the incenfed Dutch,
